WAYNE-A fifth hospital, 
the problems of alcoholism 
and addiction, a centralized 
medical computer system, 
and the development of 
health care campuses at 
PCHA hospitals will be 
among many considerations 
facing the Authority’s board 
of director the next ten 
years. 

Such projects are contained 
in a 77-page Proposed Service 
Plan developed over the past 
17 months by the PCHA long 
Range Planning Committee. 

Patrick J. Norton, 
chairman of the committee 
and vice chairman of the 
PCHA board, discussed the 
plan with this month’s 
Operating Committee in 


preparation for presentation 
to the full board on June 18. 

“The committee,” said 
Norton, “over the past nearly 
year and a half not only 
wrestled with what PCHA 
would have to do to keep up 
with the demands of an 
expanding population, it also 
talked about and arrived at 
conclusions about new ways 
of providing comprehensive 
health care services.”

“These small township police 
departments in most cases are 
just as competent as the 
15-man departments, but are 
estneted in their authority, 

one or two men short of the 
requirements.” 


Police Chief Jacob J. Koch 
of Romulus when informed 
of the limitations of the 
earlier Bill initiated steps that 
resulted in the introduction 
by Mahalak of his Bill to 
revise and amend the earlier 
Bill.

IN HIS analysis of the 
future demands for health 
care, Karl S. Klicka, M.D., 
PCHA Executive Director, 
elaborated on the 
implications of the additional 
patient day load. 

“Modern hospital care is 
more than bed, board and 
nursing care,” said Dr. Klicka. 

‘‘It in vol ves such 
supportive services as x-ray, 
laboratory, rehabilitation. 


continuing and emergency 
care,” he added. “You don’t 
just add beds to keep up with 
the population explosion; 
you add ambulatory care 
services as well, particularly 
at a time when doctors are 
making increasing efforts to 
treat patients as outpatients 
rather than as patients in a 
bed.” 

“In short,” concluded Dr. 
Klicka, “you have to make 
sure other services arc able to 
support additional beds.” 

*** 

PC HA’S NEW Proposed 
Service Plan, therefore, 
outlines in detail all areas 
involved in the hospital care 
of patients. It also^establishes 


a tentative time table for the 
implementation of expansions 
and innovations which within 
the next ten years PCHA 
directors will consider. 

Specifically, by 1974 the 
Proposed Service Plan calls 
for completion of a central 
laundry facility; expansion of 
x-ray, laboratory and Dhvsical 
medicine at Annapolis and 
Outer Drive Hospitals; the 
development of an outpatient 
program for service to 
alcoholic patients; the initial 
work on a central computer 
system; implementation of 
affiliation with the new 
Eastern Michigan University 
School of Nursing; and 
exploration of mental health 
programs.

ROMULUS-Last 
Wednesday’s meeting (June 
11) of the Romulus Charter 
Commission centered around 
the setting of salaries for 
elected officials. 

The two large areas of 
discussion were: 

First that any raising of 
salaries for elected officials be 
placed on the ballot as a 
charter amendment to be 
passed or voted down by the 
electorate and second that 
salaries being raised be done 
so by ordinance by the 
council before a regular 
election of city officials. 

Within 45 days after the 
publication of the ordinance 
passed by the council, a 
petition may be presented to 
the council protesting against 
such ordinance. Said petition 
shall contain the text of such 
ordinance and shall be signed 
by not less than six percent 
of the voters who voted in 
the last election for secretary 
of state. 


SAID ORDINANCE shall 


thereon and thereby be 
suspended from operation 
and the Council shall 
immediately reconsider such 
ordinance. 


If the ordinance is not 
repealed, the council shall 
submit the question of 
whether or not it shall 
become effective to a vote of 
the electors of the city. 

Citizens would make 
known their wishes to 
members of the charter 
commission regarding the 
above question. 

The commission voted to 
change its meetings to the 
first and third Wednesdays of 
the month, and meeting time 
from 7:30 to 11:30 p.m. at 
the maximum. 

Because of the holiday 
coming up, July meetings will 
be the second and fourth 
Wednesdays. 

Citizens are invited to 
attend commission meetings, 
which are held in the Water 
Board Building, Shook and 
Bibbins Streets.

Mahalak Reports From 


Lansing on School Aid 


State Representative 
Edward E. Mahalak (D) 
Romulus reports from 
Lansing that the school aid 
bill now approved by both 
houses of the Legislature and 
ready for the Governor’s 
signature, will supply need 
financial relief to the Huron, 
Van Buren and Airport 
School District. 


Mahalak had insisted on a 
school aid bill amendment 
which would grant special 
assistance for the three 
districts to cover the burden 
of additional pupils from the 
dissolved Sumpter School 
District. 


The amendment as 
adopted is as follows: “Sec. 
18A. (1) WHENEVER A 
SCHOOL DISTRICT, IN 


WHOLE OR IN PART, WAS 
ATTACHED TO ANOTHER 
DISTRICT PRIOR TO JAN. 
1, 1969, AS AUTHORIZED 
BY ACT NO. 239 OF THE 
PUBLIC ACTS OF 1967, 
AS AMENDED, BEING 
SECTIONS 388.711 TO 
3 8 8 . 7 2 0 A OF THE 
COMPILED LAWS OF 1948, 
THE AMOUNT OF STATE 
AID TO BE PAID IN THE 
YEAR 1969-70 TO THE 
DISTRICT TO WHICH 
TERRITORY WAS 
ATTACHED SHALL BE 
INCREASED BY $200 PER 
PUPIL ADDED AS A 
R ESULT OF SUCH

by the State Board of 
Education. “Th ose 
recommendations,” Mahalak 
said, “merely recognize the 
state’s financial obligations to 
those school districts which 
were forced to take over 
dissolved districts.” 


“Based on the figures I 
have on the number of pupils 
each received from the 
Sumpter school system,” 
Mahalak reported, “Van 
Buren should receive $95,400 
in special aid, Airport 
$50,000 and Huron $28,600. 
This assistance is badly 
needed. The state had a 
responsibility to provide it.” 


He pointed out that the 
districts which took over the 
responsibilities of the 
Sumpter school system 
already carry some of the 
heaviest tax burdens in the 
state. “It would be unfair to 
ask them to accept still more 
of a local financial burden 
because they have been, 
under a state order, forced to 
accept still more pupils from 
a dissolved district.

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3 Bills Aiding Veterans Approved 


Three veterans’ bills 
supported by State 
Representative Edward E. 
Mahalak (D) Romulus have 
been passed by the House of 
Representatives and sent to 
the Senate. Mahalak 
introduced two of the bills 
and co sponsored the third. 

One of the bills broadens 
Michigan Veterans’ Trust 
Fund assistance, a second 
clarified veterans’ burial 
benefits and a third would 
make it unnecessary to have a 
World War I veteran on 
county soldiers’ and sailors’ 
relief commissions. 

“I feel that all three bills 
are needed additions to 
present legislation for 
veterans,” Mahalak said. “I 
hope that the Senate acts 
favorably on them so that 


they can be enacted into law 
as soon as possible.” 

Approved 94 to 3 in the 
House was a proposal which 
would make eligible for 
Veterans’ Trust Fund 
assistance persons who served 
in the armed forced In areas 
of hazardous duty for which 
thearmed forcesexpedltionary 
medal or a campaign medal 
was issued between Jan. 31, 
1955 and Aug. 5, 1964. 

The first date marks the 
end of eligibility for Korean 
conflict veterans, the second 
date the start of eligibility for 
Vietnam veterans. 

THE EXISTING LAW 
limits eligibility to those who 
served in World War I, World 
War II and the Korean and 
Vietnam conflicts. “Between

Korea and Vietnam,” 
Mahalak said, “there were a 
number of times when 
American servicemen were 
called on to serve in 
dangerous areas. Because of 
this, they should rightfully be 
included in this act.” 

The bill which clarifies 
eligiblity for veterans’ burial 
benefits was passed 58 to 15 
in the House. The burial 
benefits are available at 
county expense to veterans, 
their wives or widows who 
have limited estates. 

“The bill clearly specifies 
which veterans are eligible for 
these burial benefits,” 
Mahalak explained. “If a 
veteran, his wife or widow are 
eligible, they should not be 
denied it because of 
confusion in the law.” 

The bill which would 


make it unnecessary for a 
World War I veteran to be on 
the county soldiers’ relief 
commission won House 
approval by a 70 to 6 vote. 
The proposal would amend 
an existing law which requires 
that a World War I veteran be 
on the three-man 
commissions. 

“MANY COUNTIES are 
having difficulty In finding a 
World War I veteran to sene 
on their soldiers’ relief 
commissions,” Mahalak 
pointed out. “Most World 
War I veterans are between 70 
and 80 years old and are 
unable or uninterested in 
serving on the commission.” 

Under the Mahalak bill, a 
judge of probate could 
appoint a veteran from 
another war if there was no 
World War I veteran who was 
willing to serve.

1 just got a dirty letter from Bill Ricketts. He 
said our high school class graduated 25 years ago 
this month and we should have a party. What a 
clown. 

The first thing I did was subtract 1944 from 
1969. Then I proved my answer by adding it to 
1944. Then, for the first time, I looked at the 
numbers on my Playboy calendar to make sure it 
was 1969. I then phoned my mother to make sure 
it had been 1944. 

But no matter what I did, it kept coming up 25. 
Ricketts is right. It would have been nice if he’d 
kept his mouth shut, but he is right. 

It was just the other evening that my sweet 13 
daughter said I wouldn’t look so fat if I didn’t 
have so many chins. 

“I guess I eat too much,” I admitted. 

“Don’t you swallow it?” she asked. 

I AM NOT too keen on driving to Port Huron 
to parade my chins before St. Stephen Class of 
’44. No one will recognize me. When I was a high 
schooler, I was so skinny my shadow was 


embarrassed and kept falling behind me, trying to 
act as if it were with someone else. As a result, my 
shadow didn't graduate until 1946. 

I remember lots of things about those skinny 
days . . . 

There was the day Fred Ceglarek pushed me 
through a school window. We were brought before 
Father McCormick where, under pain of mortal 
sin, we promised to make restitution. I’ll bet that 
bum Fred hasn’t paid his half yet. Which makes 
two of us. 

I remember handsome Bobby Patterson who 
wowed the girls and drove a new Buick in the 8th 
grade (I may have written that in the wrong order). 
He defected to military school for a couple of years 
but returned in time to get me in lots of trouble. 
Bob later taught at St. Stephen which was similar 
to making Al Capone warden of Alcatraz. 

The graduating class president was Bill Hubbell.

And, 
the way things are going these days, he may still 
become a priest. “Here comes Father Hubbell and 
Peaches.” I like the sound of that. 


I remember buying cigarets for a penny each at 
Grandma Abdou’s store across the street. Her 
grandson Joe was a classmate, the toughest kid in 
the room. The last time I saw him he owned a bar 
and raced hoTses and was still single. It pays to be 
tough. Just ask us sissies. 

I remember the place to meet your girlfriend 
after school was in the last pew of St. Stephen 
Church. The girl I met for years finally wised up 
and married a golf pro. They also tore down the 
church and any day now the Pope may announce 
that St. Stephen was a phony. 

I remember how World War II changed the 
curriculum. A nun who used to teach literature 
was suddenly teaching aeronautics. She didn’t 
know an airplane from a scooter but this was war. 

I remember a classmate named Tommy Knapp 
who didn’t graduate. He dropped out early to join 
the army and, by commencement day, he was 
dead in Europe. 

A war waited for most of the boys then. Now, 
25 years later, another war waits for our sons. This 
is progress? 

All hail the Class of ’44. And do have another 
drink. 




W estwood Community Schools might 
have been successful for their 10-mill 
bid, last week, if it hadn’t been for the 
Daly precinct. 

Voting was close in the other three 
Westwood precincts with the millage just 
winning in one and failing by small margins 
in the others. A victory in the Daly precinct 
might have meant success; but instead Daly 
voters turned down the millage 300 to 123. 

There were probably several reasons for 
that overwhelming “no” vote. There are 
probably some people on pensions and fixed 
incomes in that precinct and one could 
certainly not blame them; but it is doubtful 
that there are any more of these people in 
the Daly precinct than there are in the other 
three. 

There was some type of organized 
campaign against millage in that precinct, 
too, though what the grievances were is hard 
to say, since they didn’t bother to make 
them known before election day. 

Finally the Daly precinct includes those 
people who are seeking to annex themselves 


to the Crestwood School District. 
Doubtlessly these people voted against the 
millage based on the false hopes that they 
will soon be removed from the Westwood 
Community School District. 

These people, we feel, are only fooling 
themselves. The State Board of Education is 
most unlikely to allow them to leave the 
Westwood District and annex to Crestwood. 
A decision like that would allow 
discontented parents all over the state to 
petition that their neighborhoods be 
removed from school districts they don’t 
like for one reason or another. 

Maybe they voted against the millage 
hoping that Westwood will go bankrupt and 
the district be re-organized. This, too, is 
faulty logic, because it takes agonizingly 
long years to effect a re-organization, as 
experiences in Nankin Mills show. 

What these people are actually doing is 
cheating the children in the entire 
Westwood Community out of a decent 
education. We hope they can live with that 
on their consciences.

Post Office System 
Sh ould Be Overhauled

resident Nixon has announced that the 
only solution to the deterioration of 
the U.S. postal system is complete 
reorganization. The Post Office is expected 
to drain over $1 million from the national 
treasury this year to cover its deficit. And 
things are looking even grimmer for the 
future. 

Nixon is asking Congress for legislation to 
convert the Post Office Department into a 
nonprofit, government owned corporation 
comparable to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority and the Export-Import Bank. This 
new corporation would be administered by a 
nine-man board of directors. The President 
would have the option of naming seven of 
the members with the remaining two named

by the original seven members. Creation of 
the board would sever connections with the 
Cabinet, give it broad borrowing authority 
and authority to set postal rates and postal 
workers’ wages, subject to Congressional 
approval. 

We feel that this would be the best remedy 
for the already failing postal system. Based 
on performances of the TVA and the 
Export-Import bank, we see a road to 
recovery open to the system, albeit a long, 
narrow one. Swift, decisive action is required 
of Congress to implement this plan, or a 
similar plan, before the postal system 
becomes too ill to cure. 

However, traditions die hard. Those who 
would oppose reorganization should 
consider their reasons for doing so. Perhaps 
postal rates would go up a few pennies. To 
the individual, this is nothing compared to 
the great savings to our national treasury. 
Why should we continue spending money 
maintaining an ailing Post Office 
Department when renovation will put it into 
a self-sustaining capacity?

It’s not that there was so much 
open affection there — the rules were really quite 
strict. It’s not that its students are puppets — 
creativity is fostered. And it’s not that the school is 
so excellent — because it isn’t just academics that are 
taught. 

I think it is the faith that is there, mixed with an 
unmistakable air of dignity. When I suggested that the 
imminent closing of the school was averted only by 
good luck I was told, quite directly, “Oh, but it is the 
prayers that have done it. So many prayers have been 
said, we could not fail.” 

That is faith. And there is dignity instilled in each 
of the girls who is educated there — the school’s 
motto describes it, “Noblese oblige,” which means, 
“nobility requires it.” 

I have something of a firm belief that even if the 
Academy of the Sacred Heart does not stand on the 
lofty knoll forever, there will always be something 
special about that spot on this earth. Already now I 
have two memories of this place, and how many more 
must my wife and her sister have. 

I could be cynical and say, like many would, that 
convents like this one are all the same, the 
atmosphere is artificially holy, and the sincerity 
forced, but I won’t say that. This is a special place. 

“Certainly, each of these girls are our children,” 
the Reverend Mother said, “We welcome them into 
our home.” God has made very few things in this 
world that are excellent and full of goodness. I have 
been privileged to have known one of them.

Hope, Gleason Cut Up on Quo Vadis Screen

“Lovers,” two one-act plays by Brian Friel at the 
Fisher, offer a warm, funny and wonderful look at 
Ireland, with Art Carney turning in the performance 
of his life as Andy, the central figure in the second 
play, “Losers.” 

Carney is courting a buxom Irish belle, Hanna, a 
slave to widowed mother who has taken to bed, 
pretending to be an invalid, forcing Andy to do his 
courting no further than the downstairs couch, 
subject to the imperious interruption of a summons 
from mama’s bell. 

The first play, “Winners,” shares only its locale 
with the second. Mag and Joe are a young couple 
picnicking and dreaming about a not too bright 
future. She is pregnant and they must leave school, 
wed and live in a flat over the slaughterhouse while 
Joe abandons his dreams of teaching for a clerkship. 
But Friel cruelly considers them winners— for they 
will not suffer the future’s indignities. As they revel in 
the beautiful day, Carney, a dispassionate narrator, 
tells us that they will be drowned that day. 

The losers, Hanna and Joe, on the other hand, are 
condemned to live and marry, still tied to Hanna’s 
mother. Hanna will no longer protest furiously; Joe 
will seek peace at any price. 

Much of the warmth comes from the skill with 
which Friel mixes his quiet tragedy with high good 
humor, as in a brief moment of triumph for Andy 
when he comes home roaring drunk, waving the paper 


which announces that his mother-in-law’s pet saint, 
has been discredited by the church. With a roar he 
leaps on the bed, driving her from the house. 

The sense of authenticity is reinforced by restaging 
the Dublin Gate Theatre’s original production with 
much of the Dublin cast. 


THE WAYNE STATE UNIVERSITY Bonstelle 
Theatre concluded its season last week with “Six 
Characters in Search of an Author,” confirming 
suspicions that Pirandello is as hard to stage as a 
playwright can be. Pirandello reads well, but the 
prerequisite suspension of disbelief necessary to put 
him on the stage is asking a lot of audiences. 

Italy’s most controversial modem playwright, as 
always, toys with concepts of reality and illusion in 
efforts to show that they’re practically the same 
thing. His medium in this case is a stage where six 
characters appear to a theatrical company seeking 
someone to stage their story. Their author gave them 
life but never committed them to paper and so they 
seek their own author. 

Recognizing some of the problems, Wayne sought 
to update the script. This produced some curious 
results. In act one, for example, they sing “Age of 
Aquarium” from “Hair” and make a reference to 
“Hair.” Yet in act two, when a character starts to 
undress, the director protests, ‘There are some things 
you can’t do on the stage.” The direction was spotty; 
the cast uneven. 


MORE MEATY was the Eastern Michigan 
University Theatre production in Ypsilanti of Peter 
Shaffer’s “The Royal Hunt of the Sun,” a compelling 
study of Pizarro’s expedition to Peru in search of 
gold, and his slaughter of the Inca chief, Atahuallpa, 
whom he had held prisoner and ransomed for gold. 

It provides a curious struggle of unusual scope, for 
the play suggests that Pizarro became convinced of 
the deity of Atahaullpa and, like the Incas, believed 
that he would be summoned from the dead by the 
sun. When Pizarro’s men finally killed the Inca, the 
lack of resurrection completes Pizarro’s journey 
toward insanity. 

Along the' way, there is much interesting dialogue 
as two different cultures try to understand each other 
and fail, yet illumination is shed by the failure. Don 
Georgiana fares well as Pizarro. 

* * * 

THE DANGER ABOUT putting a Marquis chimp 
into a movie is that he’s liable to steal it, even from 
such comic masters as Jackie Gleason and Bob Hope. 

“In “How To Commit Marriage,” Quo Vadis, 
others, Gleason turns up on the golf course with a 
chimp as his partner and bets Hope that the chimp 
can take the next hole from Hope. The chimp, 
obviously a student of Golfmanship, psychs Hope 
thoroughly, plays one shot from a tree and another 
by an impossible ricochet. Unnerved, Hope misses a 
one-inch putt. The entire scene carries an aura of wild 
improbability that was so familiar in Marx Brothers 
movies.

Hope and Gleason, even together, unfortunately, 
are not quite the Marx brothers. They merge wild 
farce and slick comedy and it doesn’t always mix well 
although there are enough funny moments to make 
the thing worth while. 

Hope is Frank Benson, a realtor married to Jane 
Wyman, and about to divorce. Gleason is a Reggie van 
Gleason III type, rock and roll king Oliver Poe, once 
victimized by a mud slide on property Benson sold 
him. When Poe’s classical musician son becomes 
engaged to Benson’s daughter, Poe breaks up the 
wedding by revealing that the Bensons are about to 
divorce. 

Things get rather short on motivation at this point. 
Would a couple break up at the altar and decide to 
live in sin because they are disillusioned about 
marriage? Would Poe break up the marriage just to 
lure his son into a rock group? Would the couple, 
parents out of wedlock, give up their kid on the 
advice of a Far Eastern mystic who advocates peace 
through protein? 

“How To Commit Marriage” is not necessarily 
how to commit cinematography, but it’s still worth 
the trip.

Deadline On VB Job 


WESTLAND State Sen. 

William Faust (D Westland), 
representing the 13th 
Senatorial District, has 
announced the appropriation 
of $250,000 by the 
Legislature for payments to 
the four school districts 
which absorbed the bankrupt 
Sumpter School District a 
year ago. 

The appropriation, which 
is included in the elementary 
and secondary* education aid 
bill for this year, will take the 
form of membership 
payments of $200 per pupil 
to the receiving districts. 

Faust said the bill will 
mean total payments of 
about $95,000 to the Van 
Buren School District and 
$29,000 to the Huron School 
District, based upon State 
Department of Education 
figures. 

ACCORDING TO the 
Department, Van Buren 


received 477 and Huron 143 
of the 1.190 Sumpter 
students, with the rest going 
to the Airport and Lincoln 
school districts. 

“I am happy that the state 
has shouldered its 
responsibility with regard to 
the Sumpter reorganization,” 
Faust commented, “even 
though two sessions of the 
Legislature have been 
required to hammer out a 
settlement.” 

The Senator also praised 
Reps. Vincent J. Petipren 
( D-Westland), James T. 
Tierney (D-Garden City), 
Edward E. Mahalak 
(D-Romulus), Marvin R. 
Stempien (D-Livonia) and 
Richard A. Young 
(D-Dearbom Heights) for 
their help on the bill, which 
Gov. William Milliken has 
indicated that he will sign 
into law later this week.

This unique program, 
called Cooperative 
Occupational Training, or 
Co-op, is based on the theory 
that on-the-job training is 
more meaningful in certain 
areas of study than more 
traditional methods of “book 
learning.” 

Co-op students have a 
sincere interest in pursuing 
careers in retailing and office 
occupations, and who could 
better teach concepts of 
marketing, salesmanship, 
clerical procedures, etc., than 
our “downtown professors;” 
the men and women who 
engage in these activities each 
day. 

♦ * * 

THESE PEOPLE are the 
real experts in their fields, 
and they have agreed to give 
high school students a head 
start in the career of their 
choice. 

The co-op program is more 
than just a part-time job. The 
work experience is supervised 
out of school by a co-op 
co-ordinator, and reinforced 
in school through a 
specialized class called Co-op 
Related. This class is taught 
by the coordinator, is 
designed to provide 
instruction that relates 
directly to the student’s job. 

For instance, one student 
employed in a small business 
office may need training in 
payroll, filing, and typing, 
while, someone else may wish 
to improve shorthand speed. 
A student employed as a 
stock boy may need 
additional help in pricing and 
display, while salesmanship is 
of interest to the girl 
employed In a large 
department store. 

There are two areas of 
co-op training offered at the 
present time: Distributive 
Education and Office 
Occupations. 

THIS COURSE tries to 
meet the needs of each 
student, and the 
teacher-coordinator can 
effectively bridge the gap 
between school and job by 
periodic visits to the training 
stations, and by frequent 
evaluations from both 
students and employers. One 
credit per year is given for the 
job experience, and one for 
the related class. 


Distributive Education, or 
DE, is designed for students 
who are interested in the 
retail, wholesale, and service 
trades. This is the largest area 
which served 19 students. 


Dean Payne is the 
teacher-coordinator, and has 
the responsibility of placing 
these students in a variety of 
retail jobs.

Additional 
information, especially 
concerning gravel spray 
patterns, was provided by 
records from the gravel 
certification program for the 
Boeing 727 trijet. Some 727’s 
have been operating out of 
gravel airfields since 
mid-1967. 


Operationally, because the 
thrust reversers tend to spray- 
gravel forward and into the 
path of the engine inlets, 
thrust reversers will not be 
used on gravel fields. This will 
not affect the Federal air 
regulations dealing with 
stopping distances for 
aircraft. Those figures are 
based on the wheel-breaking 
ability of the airplane and do 
not reflect the help from 
auxiliary’ devices.
